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City Council calls bond, opening window to recoup funds 


City Council members decided at Tuesday 
evening’s adjourned meeting to call the bond of 
$520,000, part of the Financing Authority reven¬ 
ue bonds originally adopted in 1988, a savings 
tool that was built into the bond issue, said David 
Cain, finance director. 

"It’s like paying off a car early," he said. 
The money will be paid to the city immediately, 
Cain explained. 

Cain presented a dim view of the city’s 
finances to the council Tuesday evening; howev¬ 
er, City Treasurer Doug Berkshire said that he 
felt that Cain was not being conservative enough 
in his projections. 

"If we come out $20,000 ahead, I will be 
happy," he stated, pointing to the budget for the 
rest of 1993. 

In an extensive presentation to the council, 
Cain and Acting City Administrator Sean Joyce

pointed to the city’s cash position and possible 
Bandaids to raise more money. A few of those 
include contracting out service currently provided 
by the city, i.e., maintenance; increasing water 
rates to recover directly related expenses; the 
possibility of assessment districts to fund services 
relating to fire prevention and suppression, the 
public library, city lighting, park, street and open 
space maintenance. 

Another option would include what Cain call¬ 
ed "General Fund Reserve Balance Policy," 
which would adopt a 10 to 15 percent general 
fund reserve goal. This, he said, would provide 
limited protection to the city in the face of "pos¬ 
sible unanticipated expenditures or natural disas¬ 
ter. " 

Berkshire asked at that point if the city staff 
could be authorized to transfer funds for such 
emergencies without coming each time to the 


Two streets under 
major construction 

Residents in the area of Sturtevant and 
Oakdale in Sierra Madre should be reminded 
that major road construction will begin there 
starting Monday, Oct. 11. 

On Sept. 14, the City Council awarded 
the construciton contract to Perry C. Thomas 
for the improvements for $133,000. 

A public works inspector from the Los 
Angeles County Department of Public Works 
will be on hand to oversee work six hours a 
day, every day for eight weeks at the cost of 
$15,000. The council passed this latter staff 
recommendation unanimously at the Sept. 28 
meeting. 


council and Councilman Gary Adams asked why 
he couldn’t poll the council. Joyce suggested 
seeking approval of transfer en masse to save 
polling the council, and the decision for a blanket 
resolution such as that was adopted. 

Cain talked about short-term financing, an 
equipment loan to finance street improvements or 
the purchase of vehicles, and interfund loans 
within the city. Cain pointed out the possibility of 
a "dry cash period" from now until the end of 
December and said the projected cash flow 
through November shows a deficit of $175,997, 
the difference between projected cash available 
($1,455,103) and projected expenditures 
($41,631,000). 

He said the budget is "real tight" until the 
end of November. The utility tax (6 percent 
recently enacted) won’t release much funding 
until the end of the year.

A few of the cost reduction measures listed 
by Cain and Joyce include increasing fire inspec¬ 
tion fees, go out to bid for trash services when 
the current contract expires, utilize part-timers 
more, charge all city-based nonprofits who use 
city building facilities for meetings for meetings 
a minor charge of $10 per hour. 

Others include charging user groups for 
ballfield lighting and concession stands, reducing 
street sweeping service levels, reduce the city’s 
rolling fleet, increase the reproduction fees for 
crime reports, traffic collision reports, etc. Those 
are only a few suggested by Cain and Joyce. The 
News will publish a longer list of these items at 
a later date, opening up for public scrutiny. 

In other action, both ad hoc groups suggest¬ 
ed by Mayor Clem Banolai last week were 
scratched. Originally, Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn 
MacGillivray and Councilman Gary Adams were 
the only two dissenters; however, on Tuesday, 
Mayor Bartolai joined them. The committees 
were outlined in last week’s News.

Council clears financial path by passing resolutions 


The City Council last week rescinded past 
loans by adopting two resolutions, one for 
$559,974 in general fund spending, and another 
resolution covering several other loans which 
include a $1 million loan from the Community 
Redevelopment Agency to the city’s general 
fund. 

The former resolution approved the general 
fund money spent over the amount that had 
already been appropriated by the City Council for 
the fiscal year which ended June 30, 19892. 

This action by the council was necessary 
because of some "mismanagement" of funds 
discovered by Sierra Madre auditors, Edwards, 
Eichel and Beranek, after an inquiry by a citiz¬ 
en’s group. The group, called Committee at 
Large, asked the city for explanations about some 
inconsistencies they had found in various city 
documents, according to Steven Broiles, spokes¬ 
person for the group. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai told The News this 
week, following the Sept. 23 meeting, "After 
reviewing all the information concerning what 
transpired at our meeting of Sept. 28, 1993, I 
think I can answer your question as to what I 
thought about the resolutions that corrected the 
oversights. It was found that there was nothing 
criminal in connection with the oversights in 
form or the steps it took to get to the ultimate 
transactions. The transactions themselves were 
legal and permissible. 

"As such, the city attorney advised us that a 
correction of the errors and omissions in proced¬ 
ure steps and paperwork could be accomplished 
with an ‘appropriate nunc pro tunc ratification.’ 
The council unanimously agreed to do this. I 
really pity those who feel that more blood should 
be drawn regarding this subject," he concluded. 

In passing these resolutions, the council was 
addressing complaints by the Conunittee at Large 
against former City Administrator Jim McRea. 
The council ordered a special audit by the city’s 
auditors and McRea decided to resign. 


The special audit report showed that McRea 
had moved $1 million from the Redevelopment 
Agency to the city accounts without specific 
authorization from the agency (these members 
double as City Council members). Auditors 
further cleared McRea of any "wrongdoing" but 


pointed toward changes that the accounting de¬ 
partment could make to "clean up" some of their 
practices. 

David Cain, the city’s new finance director, 
has already begun to implement some of these 
changes as well as introducing some of his own.

• We planned to run a series of historic 
photos in this week’s edition when Gertrude 
Gerke came bursting in with all sorts of 
history of the Sierra Madre News, from its 
beginning through several stages of its 
existence. 

Since this last week was the anniversary . 
of the first paper published after I purchased 
the paper from R. Robert Evans, it seemed 
time to give a historical outline of The 
News, or "The Squeak" as some people 
affectionately call it. Because of that name, l' 
have often wanted to call the public forum 
"The Mouse That Roared." Maybe some¬ 
day... 

• We understand that before 1888 Nathan¬ 
iel Cohurn Carter brought out several issues 
of "The Sierra Madre Vista." 

Sierra Madre’s first newspaper was the • • 
Vista, which L.S. House began publishing 
on March 17, 1888. That is the year of the 
big blizzard in the Midwest, according to 
my Grandfather Griffith. 

• The paper moved to Pasadena in Nov- , v 
ember, changing its name to the Crown Vis-- 
ta, and extending its coverage to Lamanda 
Park and Pasadena local news. 

• In May, 1895, it sold out, and the new 
owner changed its name to Current Topics. 

• Mr. Lawrence edited the paper and after 
a time he went to Alhambra and published 
"The Valley Vista" in which he gave Sierra 
Madre a social column. The Sierra Madre 
paper went into discard for some years 
before Cowles revived it. 

• R.T. Cowles opened a print shop in his / 

home on Ramona Street in October, 1906, , 

and he began publishing the Sierra Madre 
News which has survived numerous difficul¬ 
ties in its early existence. 

• During the first year of The News’ ex¬ 
istence, 1906, the publication grew to six 
pages, then to a whopping eight. It included ; 
notices, an item about the public library, the 
timetable for the Pacific Electric Railway. 

There was a heading, "Professional 
Cards" with a listing of only one, that of 
Dr. R. Hamilton Mackerras, "Physician and 
Surgeon." There were also welcoming testi¬ 
monials from leading citizens on the estab¬ 
lishment of The News. 

• C.H. Hill bought it from Cowles in 
1907 and George Morgridge took the paper 
over in 1908. 

• In July of this year, we received a letter 
from Dorotha M. Whitney who had seen the 
news about the paper’s labor lawsuit on 
Channel 2 CBS news and the organization of 
Friends of Sierra Madre News. 

Mrs. Whitney reported that her step¬ 
father bought the Sierra Madre News and 
published it until 1920. "I often went down 
to the office and helped fold the weekly pap¬ 
er and learned to set type," she said in her 
letter. 

• In 1942, National Newspaper Week was 
observed during the first week of October, 
which has much significance for The News. 

Its first week of publication was in October, 
1906. It was established on Oct. 2, 1906, 
only 87 years ago, the date of our first 
paper. 

• In 1946, Clifford Ward was publisher. 

He died two years later, on June 16. 

• Peter Ward took over in 1947, the year 
when the huge Meile double-revolution flat 
bed press was installed. It weighed three 
tons. 

We gave that press away to a printer in 
Fresno several years ago so we would have 
more room, and it is still in use. 

• In 1960, the paper crows, "The folio at 

the top of this page will indicate that this is 
the second issue of the 54th year of the 
Sierra Madre News." The paper was found¬ 
ed in 1906 and has published continuously 
ever since. . 

In those days it was known as "The 
Best Little Weekly in the Southland." 
Wouldn’t it be nice if people still felt that 
way about it? 

• In 1961, the masthead reports that Ed 
E. Herwig was editor and publisher and that 
Mrs. Edna M. Herwig was secretary-trea¬ 
surer. 

• R. Robert Evans had the paper 18 years 
before I purchased it from him, which 
would mean that he bought the paper in 
1962. 

• Again, we thank everyone for subscrib¬ 
ing to The News and for all the support and 
affection The News receives from you all.

A partition separated the butcher shop 
from the grocery department, but a small 
passageway at the front of the store gave 
access to both sides. In the passageway was a 
glass counter containing a large assortment of 
hard candies. Included were candy cigarettes 
with a glob of red sugar on one end. They 
were one cent each. Chocolate cigars were 
two cents. 

The movie industry would have been 
bemused by the grocery store. A few steps 
inside the front door was a potbellied stove. 
In winter time there were several chairs near¬ 
by. Off to one side was the cookie case, a tin 
cabinet with perhaps two dozen compart¬ 
ments, each with a glass door. Most of the 
cookies were of the hard type, such as ginger- 
snaps, but the first Fig Newton 1 ever ate was 
from that somewhat battered tin case.

On the counter was a red and brass 
coffee grinder. Mr. Pettier would open a 
pound sack of coffee beans, put them in a 
hopper at the top and then give the flywheel a 
few turns and the grinder would do the rest. 
A scoop at the bottom caught the ground 
coffee and they were put back in the paper 
sack. Arbuckle Bros, was the standard brand. 
Also on the counter there was a large round, 
or wheel, of cheese. A huge knife with a long 
handle made it easy to cut any size wedge that 
was desired. Nearby were boxes containing 
oranges and lemons, and hanging over the 
counter there was quite often a stem of green 
bananas. These three items were always sold 
by the dozen, not by the pound. Bins holding 
rice and several kinds of dry beans were at 
the end of the counter. There was a plentiful 
supply of canned vegetables, mostly peas, 
corn and tomatoes.

Officer Lance Long of the Sierra Madre 
Police Department has probably attended more 
colleges than any other policeman on the staff 
here. 

After graduating from El Monte Schools, 
he attended Pasadena City College. During his 
4Vi years in the Air Force, he attended Mary¬ 
land U., City College of Chicago, Victor 
Valley Community College and Citrus Col¬ 
lege. 

"I’m going to get my AA degree sooner 
or later," he grinned. He has six more units, 
he added. 

While in the service, he was tactical crew 
chief on F-5 fighter airplanes with the Aggres¬ 
sors Unit. He was responsible for the plane on 
the ground, he explained.

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Tree preservation ordinance to Council Oct. 26 


At last. Mayor Clem Bartolai sees a dream of 
his come true. At last Wednesday’s Tree Preser¬ 
vation Committee meeting, several members a- 
greed to continue the quest for a Tree Preserva¬ 
tion Ordinance and they plan to project this 
information to the City Council at the Oct. 26 
meeting. 

Does it have teeth? Bartolai believes that 
although it is not as strong as he would have 
liked, at least there is SOME preservation of the 
trees in this community which is known for its 
giant shade trees. 

"I’m plea.sed that it addresses the issue ol city 


responsibility so far as street trees are concern¬ 
ed." Bartolai said this week. "So far as new de¬ 
velopment, there are stronger conditions. There 
cannot be arbitrary destruction of trees because of 
new building developments." 

The ordinance was first discussed in 1983-84 
when Bartolai brought it up to council. He restat¬ 
ed the need in 1986 and again in 1988-89 when 
he was mayor. 

It was not put to a public hearing until 
February, 1990, Bartolai remembers. At this 
point It was stopped once more because of the 


vocal concern expressed by residents about tree 
trimming and removal of trees on private proper¬ 
ty- 

When Gary Adams was mayor last term, he 
resurrected the quest for the ordinance and 
several former members of the committee became 
involved once more. This is the result of many 
weeks of the committee’s work on the ordinance 
that will be presented on Oct. 26.

Allor, Lou Watanabe, Mary Sullivan, Midge 
Morash, Joylouise Smith, Albert Metzger and 
Lorayne Russman.

Marguerite had to 
have her legs amputated 
and spent her last 
months in bed. When 
asked if time went by 
slowly for her, she 
responded, "Oh, no! 
The days are never long 
enough for all the pray¬ 
ers I want to say for my 
family and friends." 

"I feel so u.seless 
because I can’t do any¬ 
thing," is a lament often 
often heard in nursing 
homes. Those who feel 
this way need to keep in 
mind that prayer is the 
most powerful force on 
earth and that they have 
the time and opportunity 
to wield that power.

I have an indoor kitten that I want to get 
declawed. At what age should I have done 
and should I have all four feet done? 

I feel that the best age to declaw is at the 
same time as neutering - about six months.

cent hospitals and num¬ 
erous multi-story apart¬ 
ments and condomini¬ 
ums located in the area 
will benefit from the 
new station which will 
be able to house a 
pumper/ladder truck.
